Minister of War 
Kitchener is very optimistic of the results 
of the past week's engagments, and states 
that the German losses have been trem- 
endously more than the Allies. Friends 
and foes alike pay tribute to the gallantry 
and marksmanship of the British troops, 
who did not retreat a step until ordered 
to do so by strategical requirements, and 
then went back to new positions in per-

THRESHING COMMENCED 

The crop of 1914 is almost all in 
the stook, and threshing is com- 
menced. One or two outfits got 
under way yesterday, and most of 
them will be tn full blast by the end 
of this week. 

With the number of threshing 
outfits available, it is not expected 
that threshing will last more than a 
month, provided the weather is dry. 
owing to the drouth in the south- 
eastern parts of the Province it is 
probable that some outfits will 
come in here from that locality, 

Farmers inform us that in many 
cases their grain is turning out 
better in the stook than they ex- 


pected. Mr E, E, Green, of the 
Strathmore Farm Co., has 1600 


acres in wheat, and he expects that 
his average will be at least 20 bush, 
per acre. On the summerfallow 
land the average will be higher than 
that, but on goo acres stubble it 
will be from 10 to 15. Harry 
Groves has zo acres in that 
he expects will average him 1oo 
bushels per acre. This is on 
summer fallowed land and would be 
an exceptional crgp in any year, 
and especially so in this, where oats 
have generally been light. Others 
having exceptionally good crops 
are Wm Marshall, who has 300 
acres which he expects to yield him 
a handsome profit, though with 
proverbial Scotch canuiness he 
would not commit himselt to figures 
Will Knight expects 10,000 bushels 
at leaston his farm, and has con- 
tracted tor the sale of that amount 
at $1.00 per bushel. Herb Ruppe 
is another lucky one, and is now 
sporting a motor car, . 
With high prices tor grain, and 
labor plentiful and cheap, farmers 
whose crops are at all good are go- 
ing to reap big returns. Oats, flax 
and barley are all quoted at prices 
much higher than last year, so that 
although the 1914 crop will be 
somewhat lighter than last year, 


oats 


yet the net returns from it will be 
greater, 
Livestock is also a very satis- 


tactory price, hogs selling last week 
in Strathmore for $8.25 per 100 lbs, 
The high prices are inducing large 
exportations, 

Altogether the agricultural out- 
look is much more satisfactory than 
it has been in this district for some 
years past. All that is wanted now 
is a settlement of the reclassifi- 
cation dispute. Once that has been 
decided, farmers will be more con- 
fident in putting permanent im- 
provements on their land, as they 
will know on what terms they are 
to purchase their land.

the list, were our cheese and our 
wheat. But cheese seems to be head- 
ing that way at the present time. 
Canadian consumption of cheese never 
was very heavy, per capita. Nor Is

German Socialists Ap- 
prove Treaty 
Breaking 


Editor Standard:- 
The following is a trans- 
lation from one of the leading Nor- 
Wegian papers which I receive 
regularly and which gives the facts 
which occurred in the German 
parliament when the money was 
voted for the war, and which I fail 
to mentioned in any ot the 
Canadian papers. 
Berlin, 4th August 
“After Emperor Wilhelm’s speech, 
war speeches were delivered by the 
Minister and the president of the 
parliament. The minister ac- 
knowledged that Germany had 


violated the rights of the nations (a 
thing which Germany by treaty had 
solemnly pledged herself to uphold) 
when she occupied Luxembourg 
and entered Belgium. But he who 
is threatened like we are, and who 
fights tor those interests which are 
his most supreme, must 
sider how he break his way 
through. The words of the minis- 
ter unanimously and without debate, 
and amid wild enthusiasm the pro- 
posals for the war were sanctioned, 
amongst which was the request for 


ilone coa- 
can 


five thousand million marks 
which were left’ at the dis- 
posal of the minister. The minister 


lead the cheers tor the Emperor 
which were responded to, standing, 
by all the representatives, including 
the socialists”. 

No doubt a pack of wolves look 
upon themselves as being within 


their rights when they hurl them- 


selves upon defenseless herds to 
satisfy their interests ‘‘which are 
most supreme”’—their greed,—but 


luckily the world at large, which 
has now decided to wipe out the 
Geman map, looks and deals With 
such policy as the policy of savages. 
It may also interest your readers to 
learn that the Norwegian, Swedish 
and Danish army, numbering some 
five hundred thousand men, is on

Ohinese and Russians Ready to Invade 
| Ganadian Egg Market 


Ordinarily tariff discussions turn on 
the duties on agricultural implemente, 
| Machinery, woollens and other lines 
| of manufactured products. The aver- 
|age citizen is prone to forget that 
| there ts a duty on most agricultural 
| products, and while there has been 
| free food controversy raging for 
| the past few months, many Canadians 
beve a rather hazy idea of what the 
duty {s on food products and what 
lines are covered, 

It is generally considered that the 
| @uty on agricultural products is of 
| mo use to any one, but the discussion 
| Of the past few months and the in- 
vesion of the Canadian market by 
| foreign farm _roducts has made the 
farmer realize that protection on his 
products is of some value to him 
after all. This ts becoming more 
evident every day in the case of eggs. 
A few weeks ago the Canadian Pro- 
duce Association was the recipient of 
|® communication from Shanghai, in 
which a local firm offered to furnish 
the Canadian trade with first class 
| Candied goods at 18%e to l4c per 
dozen cif. Pacific ports. During the 
ast season the shipments of Chinese 
| @ges8 to the Pacific seaboard totalled 
| 80,000 cases of 80 dogen to the case, 
}and the claim is made that this can 
be increased immensely if markets 
will pay for them. On the Atlantic 
seaboard, Russian eggs are available 
at 18¢ and 19c, and the two quotations 
| would work out at about the same 
for Winnipeg and points further 
Hast. 

During the pagt year or two thou- 
sacds of cases of MBuropean and 
Chinese eggs have entered United 
States at rninous prices as far as 
the American producer {s concerned. 
While the duty on eggs entering 
Canada is small, 3c per dosen, & will 
be evident t@ every egg producer that 
if this barvier was removed the eggs 
would enter Pacific coast potnts at so 
much less per dozen then quoted 
above. Those who have been getting 
good prices for eggs durin; the past 
few months are not anxious to see 
their market made less profitable by 
the invasion of cheap eggs from Obina.

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WHY BRITAIN IS AT WAR 


A Matter of National Honor 


In the confusion which has attended the Opening of what is probably 
the greatest conflict in the history of the world, many people have been 
unable to get a correct idea of the reason for Britain's participation. 

Many different reasons are given for the origin of hostilities. It is 
certain that the assassination of the Archduke Ferdinand of Austria 
would not have kindled a conflagration unless there had been other motives 
to supply the fuel. Austria refused the suggestion for mediation made by 
Britain of the dispute between herself and Servia, on the ground that ir 
was not compatible with her dignity to appear before an arbitration con- 
ference on the same footing as the Serbs. By this refusal she has dis- 
graced herself in the eyes of all the people whose love for peace is earnest 
and sincere. 

Behind the excuses of Germany and Austria for forcing this conflict 
on the world is the desire for territorial aggrandisement. Austria has 
been creeping gradually eastwards for many years past, and she has seen 
in the establishment of the independent kingdoin of Servia, and its pro- 
sperity, a check for her ambitions. Germany has had the desire to get 
colonies at somebody's sxpense, on which to settle her surplus population 
and her military preparrtions with that end in view have involved the 
world in a ruinous expenditure in armaments. 

Britain's conscience in clear She has nothing to gain in this war 
but the keeping unstained of her natio: al honor. A promise once made 
by Britain is going to be kept, even although it takes the utmost re- 
sources of the Empire to do it. Britain wants no territory on the con- 
tinent of Europe, but she does not want to see one power crush its 
weaker neighbors, and especially one in which the doctrine of militarism 
and autocracy 1s paramount, and democracy is crushed. The doctrine 
of the divine right of kings to rule their subjects is of the middle ages. 
It has no right in the present-day civilization. But in Germany it still 
flourishes as bold as ever. Government, with or without the consent of 
the governed, is the position in Germany and Austria to-day. 

Britain’s position is ably set forth ia a glowing address by Premier 
Asquith in the House of Commons on August 27, from which we quote 
in part: 
by the more southern route, they 
could not have hoped, in view of the 
paucity of roads and the strength of 
the fortresses, to have got through 
without formidable opposition, en- 
tailing great loss of time.” 

“This loss of time would mean 
j time gained by the Russians for the 
bringing up of their troops to the 
German frontier, Rapidity of action 
was the great German asset, while 
that of Russia was the inexhaustible 
supply of troops. 

“T pointed out to Herr Von 
Jagow that this fait-accompli of the 
violation of the Belgium frontier 
rendered, as he would readily under- 
stand, the situation exceedingly 
grave, and | asked him whether 
there was still not time to draw 
back and avoid serious  conse- 
quences, which both he and I would 
deplore.” 

‘He replied that for reasons he 
had given meit was now impossible 
for him to draw back.” 

The same afternoon Sir Edward 
Goschen proceeded to the German 
Fornegn Office and intormed the 
Secretary of State that unless Ger- 
many gave assurances by twelve 
o'clock that evening that they would 


ASQUITH’S ADDRESS 

“The war which is now shaking 
to its foundations the whole Euro- 
pean system originated in a quarrel 
in which this country had no direct 
concern, We strove with all our 
might, as every one now knows 
(cheers) to prevent its outbreak 
and when that was no longer poss- 
ible, to limit its area. It is of im- 
portance that it should be clearly 
understood when it was and why it 
was we intervened, It was only 
when we were contronted with the 
choice between keeping and break- 
ing solemn obligations, in the dis- 
charge of a binding trust and a 
shameless subservience to naked 
force, that we threw away the scab- 
bard. We do not repent our de- 
cision (loud cheers), The issue was 
one which no great self-respecting 
nation, certainly none bred and 
nurtured like ourselves in this 
ancient home of liberty, could with- 
out undying shame have declined. 
We were bound by obligations 
plain and paramount to assert and 
maintain the threatened independ 
ance of a small and useful 
state, Belgium had nointerests of 
her own to serve (cheers) save and

The Break With Ger- 

many 

The history of the break with 
Germany is told it the report of Sir 
William Goschen,the former Ambas- 
sador at Berlin, stating that in ac- 
cordance with Sir Edward Grey's 
instructions, he called on Herr Von 
Jagow, German Secretary of State, 
and inguired whether Germany 
would retrain from violating Belgian 
neutrality, as guaranteed by Britain, 
Germany and France. 

“Herr Von Jagow,” the report 
continues, ‘tat once replied that he 
was sorry to say his answer must 
be ‘'No," as in consequence of the 
German troops having having cros- 
sed the frontier that morning, Bel- 
gian neutrality had already been 
violated. Herr Von Jagew again 
went into the reasons why the im- 


proceed no further with the viola- 
tion of Belgian neutrality, Britain 
would take all steps in their power 
to uphold the neutrality of Belgium. 

Herr Von Jagow stated in reply 
to this that his Government could 
not reconsider the answer they had 
given. Sir Edward Goschen said 
that in this case he would have to 
demand his passports. Von Jagow 
expressed his regrets at the situa- 
tion, which had destroyed the pol- 
icy they had been working on of 
keeping friends with Great Britain 
and through them with France, 

Sir Edward Goschen said that he 
was also very sorry for the state of 
affairs, but said that the British 
Government could not do otherwise 
than they had done, 

CHANCELLOR VERY 
EXCITED 

The ambasssdor then went to see 
the imperial chancellor, Dr Von 
Bethman Hollweg, and he seemec 
in a very excited condition 

“The chancellor,” says the report, 
“began a harangue which lasted 
about 20 minutes. He said the step 
taken by Britain was terrible to a 
degree. Just for a word ‘neutrality’ 
a word which in war time had been 
so often disregarded; just for a 
scrap of paper, Great Britain was 
going to make war on a kindred 
nation, who desired nothing better 
than to be friends with her. All his 
efforts in that direction had been 
rendered useless by this terrible 
step and the policy which, as | 
knew, he had devoted himself since 
his accession to office, was tumbled 
down like a house of cards. 

“What we had done was unthink- 
able.
